The history of that mortpape is an in- 
terestinp chapter iu American anarchy. 
It is a pape in the history of IlKSPECT- 
ARI.G anarchy, not the ajLiarchy which 
WH usually read about. 

Altpeld hnd attacked a preat many 
thiu*'es while he wan povernor. ^lacy 
of thwfu* thieves were emincutly respect¬ 
able. They belonged to the oppt*r classcal 


engaged in rob^iiog the public through 
rrmnebises, contracts, etc. 

The cry of anarchy raised against Alt- 
geld was extremely cooveuleot for the 
prosperous scoundrels who bated him. 
He bad just built bis office building and 
put into it the result of his whole life's 
work. If the office building couM bu 
made a failure AItgeld would be ruined. 
It WHS m.'«de u failure and he was ruined. 
The metboJ adopted was very simple. 
Altgeld's bip building C0DtAi0(*4l offieva 
to be reniH to lawyers. All lawyi-rs 
were Dotitiei] that whoever took an of¬ 
fice in the.Vltpebl buildiup could not do 
any work for any corp^iration. All other 
business t‘ou<‘erMs were notified that any 
tciinnt in the Alipebl building might ex- 
pyot to fiu4l hiineelf blacklisted so far as 
‘Tchpectable’’ buHiness men were con¬ 
cerned. 

In thoM* blacklihtinp orders many 
names were loeil wlione owners wiiuh! be 
nshnined now to confess the part which 
they pl.nyi>il iu ruininp a brave man. 

M hen Altpeld 4lieil tilt* entire state of 
Illinois had eoiue to rt*4*ognize him for 
what he wu-.

ship of the means of production and dis¬ 
tribution into collective ownership by the 
entire people. 

Fttrmerly the tools of production were 
fsiuipb' and owned by the individual 
ivorker. ’Today the inaohiiie, which Is 
hut nu Intprovetl and more Jevelojted 
to<tl of proiluctioii, is owm‘d by the rnpi- 
talists nud not by the workers. This 
ownership enables the capitalists to con* 
ind tbe prcKluet and keep tho workers 
dependent upon them. 

Private owm*r»hlp of tbe niean.s of pro- 
duclkm and distribution is n‘s|s>usible 
for the ever-increasing uncertainty of 
livelihood and the poverty and misery of 
the workers, and it divides society into 
two iiostiU> classes—the capitalists and 
wagt‘-workers. 'Hie ouee i>ow'erful mid¬ 
dle class is rapidly disappearing in the 
mill of comis'titlon. Tlie struggle is now 
between the capitalist class and tbe 
working chss. The posses.Hioii of the 
means of livtdihoml gives to the cniiital* 
ists the control of tbe government, tbe 
press, the pulpit and the schools, and en¬ 
ables them to reduce the working men 
to a slate of intellectual, phvsicnl and 


nize that the time and manner of tbe 
transition of Socialism also depend upon 
the stage of development reached by the 
proletariat. We, therefore, consider it 
of the utmost importance for tbe So¬ 
cialist party to support all active^efforts 
of tbe working class to better its cond*- 
tk>D and to elect Socialists to political 
offices, in order to facilitate tbe attain* 
men of this end. 

As such means we advocate:
